As we are all aware, a few years 
ago God blessed the Church of 
God in Christ with property on 
Main Street in Downtown 
Memphis. Unquestionably, He 
gave us this property for a 
definite purpose. It is critical 


from that standpoint alone that . 


we develop and improve these 
facilities. Additionally, the 
insurance on the headquarters 
building was cancelled because it 
no longer conforms to Fire 
Department Regulations. The 
fire escapes are totally 
inadequate and must be replaced 
immediately. We were advised 
not to use the headquarters 
facilities until proper 
improvements and renovations 
can be made and thereby bring 
the building up to the city 
codes. 


With these facts in mind, it 
becomes increasingly important 
that we pursue the task of 
upgrading our Downtown 
Headquarters immediately. 
Much of the Downtown 
Memphis Area (stores and 
businesses) was recently 
renovated. Now that we own 
several acres of Downtown 
Memphis, it is crucial that we 
enhance what God has given 
us-so that we can adequately 
represent Him! 


Who is ultimately responsible for 
getting the job done, that is, the 
task of renovating and improving 
our Headquarters facilities? Is it 
the General Board, which has 
made the projection? Is it the 
Board of Bishops, which 
condoned the General Board’s 
project? Is it the General 
Assembly, which during the Call 
Meeting approved and applauded 
the actidns of the General 
Board? 


The answer to all of the above is

Today’s world is so filled with 


stress and problems on every . 


hand that it is no wonder that 
each of us can give accounts of 
times when we have _ been 
depressed. To be depressed is so 
prevalent that many people seem 
to feel that occasional bouts 
with depression are quite natural 
or to be expected. 


Different people have different 
ways of dealing with depression. 
Some people simply have a 
period of depression, get 
through it somehow, and then go 
on about their business. Others 
tend to go from one depression 
to another-sometimes never 
really shaking the preceding one 
or its effects. Some are 
depressed one minute of the day 
and on Cloud 9 the next minute 
of the day. Others get depressed 
and drag around waiting for and 
asking people to feel sorry for 
them. 


Yet, few people seem to think 
about the tremendous amount 
of power depression exerts upon 
the person caught in its clutches. 
Few seem to realize that 
depression is a waste of time and 
a trick of the Enemy at the very 
least; that it is oppression in its 
middle stages; and is a sin to 
those saved ones who succumb

What is Depression? 


Have you ever felt exceedingly 
tired, disinterested in the things 
going on around you? Sad and 
disgusted with yourself and 
everybody else? Finished with 
Life and wondering why you 
should bother at all? Have you 
ever felt grouchy and irritable 
for no apparent reason? Have 
you ever found yourself eating 
although you weren’t hungry? 
Or not eating because the 
thought of food was nauseating? 
If you have felt any of these 
things, either together or singly 
over an extended period of time, 
then you know what it is to be 
depressed! To state it more 
formally, depression is a negative

This is a very sensitive subject to 
discuss, just about as touchy as 
the subject concerning 
Double-Marriage. Maybe that 
accounts for it not being talked 
about more by our leaders. 


There are many factors involved 
in this business of living holy (as 
prescribed by the Bible), and as 
God charged Ezekiel (Ezek. 
3:1-2), that responsibility is laid 
at the feet of God’s spokesmen 
(Preachers) today, Especially the 
Pastors. 


Oh Man of God. When you 
lounge in your expensive homes, 
drive around in your luxury 
automobiles, and bask in the 
sunshine of your publicity glory, 
have you REALLY paid the 
required PRICE for your 
possessions as required by God, 
or are you _ free-loading? 
Remember, there is coming a 
day when every debt must be 
paid. Every man _ will be 
rewarded in accordance as HIS 
work shall be (Rev. 22:12.) 


This message, that I am trying to 
get over to “Whom it concerns”, 
is taken from Proverbs 22:6. A 
scripture that is seldom taught, 
but when it is mentioned it is 
often misquoted. The scripture 
says, “TRAIN up a child in the 
way he should go: and when he 
is old, he will not depart from 
it.”’ That is a positive statement. 


There is no OUGHT to, MIGHT 
or MAYBE’S involved. The 
misquote that is so often used 
is: BRING up a child in the way 
YOU WOULD HAVE IT TO 
GO: and when he is old he will 
not depart from it”. I suppose 
the misquote is made because of 
the misapplication of the 
scripture. 


When our children stray from 
our training, we like to say that

state of being which is 
characterized by lack of energy, 
loss of interest, sadness, and low 
evaluation of one’s self. It can 
also involve irritation, lost of 
appetite and general reduction 
of emotional output. 


Depression is a _ bad feeling. 
Depression is sometimes hard to 
shake. Depression makes you 
cry. Depression is self-pity, 
self-condemnation and 
self-involvement. Depression is a 
lonely feeling. And do you know 
what else depression is? 
Depression is a SIN. 


Depression is a sin for the 
following reasons: (1) It is in 
opposition to everything the 
Word says do; (2) It is a waste of 
the precious Time God _ has 
given; (3) It makes us focus on 
ourselves rather than others; and 
(4) It keeps us from progressing 
or growing spiritually. 


Why Is Depression Sin? 


First, it should be remembered 
that depression in this writing 
refers to more than just a bad or 
sad feeling. Here we are referring 
to a “state” or “condition” one 
works oneself into for a certain 
period of time which becomes 
characterized by a pattern of 
self-defeating and 
non-productive behaviors. This 
pattern of feelings and behaviors 
(and you know what your own 
depression consists of), hereby 
known as depression, is a sin to 
the saint. 


Generally speaking, depression is 
a sin because one caught in this 
state typically begins to do the 
OPPOSITE of everything the 
Word directs us to do. For 
example, one thing which is 


emphasized in the Word is the 
importance of being BUSY. 


James 2:17 tells us that ‘Faith 
without works is dead.” 
Matthew 5:16 bids us to let our 
lights shine before men so that 
they could see our good 
WORKS. And even Jesus felt the 
need to work as He has said, “‘I 
must work the works of Him 
that sent me while it is day, the 
night cometh when no man can 
work” (John 9:4.) Many other 
Scriptures point to the fact that 
God wants us to be not only 
busy, but to actively and 
productively work to accomplish 
things. Accomplish what? 


-To bear fruit (John 15:12) 

To labor in the hedges and 
highways (Luke 14:23; Matt. 
22:9) 

-To be DOERS of the Word 
(James 1:22) 
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Depression, on the other hand, 
makes you LAZY. It steals your 
strength and robs you of the 
energy and will to do 
ANYTHING-even the most 
simple and routine tasks. It 
drains you both physically and 
mentally and therefore takes a 
toll on you spiritually as well. 
For when one is depressed he 
typically accomplishes a grand 


total of NOTHING. 
Consequently, we must be 
mindful that we are as 


accountable for the things we 
DO NOT DO as we are for the 
things we do which are wrong. 


A second subject that the Word 
speaks clearly about is that the 
personal and_ interpersonal 
relationships. JESUS says: 


-Provoke one another to love 
and good works not forsaking 
the assembling together (Heb. 
10:25) 

-Bear each other’s infirmities 
(Heb. 13:16) 

-Greet one another with a holy 
kiss (Rom. 16:16) 

-Love one another as we love 
ourselves (Mt. 22:39)

“AFTER THIRTY YEARS, 
I DON’T FEEL NO WAYS 
TIRED” 


Elder and Sister E. S. Glass just 
celebrated their thirtieth 
Pastoral Anniversary; And can 
still say, “I don’t feel, No ways 
tired, the Lord has brought us 
too far, from where we started 
from, I don’t believe He would 
bring us this far, and just leave 
us here.” And that is just 


precisely what the Lord has 
done. Supt. and Mrs. E. S. Glass, 
came to the Arizona Jurisdiction 
in the early 1940’s preaching, 
“Christ and Him crucified.” In 
the very early days of the 
struggles to build and pastor this 


beautiful edifice; There were 
two major obstacles facing this 
man of God. The very first one 
was that he was black, and the 
second was that he was holiness; 
Of which both was a strike 
against him. When at this time, 
in the Afro-American experience 
when racism was so wide spread; 
(and still is); And in the church 
when to say that one was 
supported by just a handful of 
faithful members; Many of the 
large financial credit institutions 
closed their doors, and refused 
to freely give many of our 
pastors the amount of money 
needed, for a good start. And 
thus these are some of the 
problems that Elder and Sister 
Glass incounted. It would be 
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hard to try and understand the 
sociology of the the 1940’s; 
Because they were so 
complexed. But to understand 


how Elder and Sister came 
through them, is easy to 
conceptualize. 


For they can say like (David) 
said; The Lord is my shepherd 
and I shall not want. Even the 
voice of (Jesus) spoke many 
times and said, Rejoice and be 
exceeding glad, for great is your 
reward in heaven. And even the 
voice of (Paul) said “‘I can do all 
things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” (Philippians 
4:13); This was enough to keep 
the Glass family going. The 50’s 
and 60’s passed and the Lord 
gave the increase. The 1970's 
marked a new beginning for 
Elder and Sister Glass. It was in 
this decade, that they saw a 
dream come true, they saw 
something, that was worth all of 
the struggles in the past decades. 
It was in this decade, that they 
saw the erection of Greater 
South Park Church of God in 
Christ. A beautiful spacious, 
72x90 red brick building, with 
accommodations for the 80’s. It 
was on December 6, 1974, when 
the first service was held in this 
newly erected building. Supt. 
Glass then invited Bishop Felton 
King, presiding Bishop of the 
Arizona Jurisdiction; And 
Bishop J. A. Blake, General 
Board Member, and 
Jurisdictional Bishop of 
Southern California; To 
administer the dedication 
service. Elder Glass have more 
than just one job, as pastor of 
South Park. He also serve as 
Supt. of the Southern District; 
Jurisdictional Chairman of the 
Board of Elders; A member of 
the Trustee Board; A member of 
the Program Committee, of the 
Jurisdiction; And Vice President 
of Tucson Inter-Denominational 
Ministerial Alliance. 


Eider “Gilass, has been 
characterized as ““The little, big 
man,” he only stand a little 
better than five feet, he is as tall 
as the pine trees of Northern 
Arizona, in this vast jurisdiction. 


He is perhaps the most likable 
person, and pastor we know. 
And behind, or on the side of 
every great, and successful man, 
it’s been said to be an 
understanding wife. And this is 
characterized in the person of 
“honey,” Sister Glass. May God 
continue to bless two wonderful 
people.

I am sure that each reader will 
agree with the subject, for we all 
have been reading the 
newspapers. recently while 
hoping and praying for the 
release of the U.S. hostage in 
Iran.

thee. Ezekiel 38:1-6. 


Please remember, space does not 
allow me to give entire passages 
of scripture. Scholars who has 
studied history of wars, agree 
that there has never been a 
battle fought like Ezekiel 
described. Some none Christians 
are even declaring that the battle 
of Armageddon is now shaping 


up. Notice who is making 
t headlines today, Iran, and Iran is 
Persia. Persia’s name _ was 
changed to Iran in 1935. Now 
Russia is also making big 
headlines, as she march on 
Afganistan with her many 
combat troops. The biblical 


name for Russia is Gog, the land 
of Magog. The International 
Bible Enclyclopedia, says that 
Gog will be the ruler, or prince, 
of the vest northern territories.

even the messenger of the 


covenant, whom ye delight in: 
behold, he shall come, saith the 
Lord of Hosts.” 


Jesus, knowing that many of the 
Jews were in doubt about His 
Messiahship, because they knew 
that the prophets had said, 
“Elias must come first,” and, to 
them, Elias had not made his 
arrival. 


ST. MATTHEW 17:10-13 says: 


“And his disciples asked him, 
saying, Why then say the scribes 
that Elias must first come? 


And Jesus answered and said 
unto them. Elias truly shall first 
come, and restore all things. 


But I say unto you, That Elias is 
come already, and they knew 
him not, but have done unto 
him whatsoever they listed. 
Likewise shall also the Son of 
man suffer of them. 


Then the disciples understood 
that he spake unto them of John 
the Baptist.” 


Therefore, John the Baptist was 


the ‘“‘Elias” that was to come as 
the fore-runner of Jesus Christ. 
In ST. MATTHEW 11:13-14 
Jesus said: 


“For all the prophets and the 
law prophesied until John. 


And if ye will receive it, this is 
Elias, which was for to come.” 


John the Baptist, the forerunner 
of Jesus Christ, told his converts 
about the prophecy of the Holy 
Ghost. In ST. MATTHEW 3:11 
He said: 


“I indeed baptize you with 
water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not 
wotthy to bear: he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire.” 


God sent His Son into this world 
that we, through Him, might be 


saved and He, being our 
example. ST. MATTHEW 
3:13-17 says; 

‘“‘Then cometh Jesus from 


Galilee to Jordan unto John, to 
be baptized of him. 


But John forbade him, saying, I 
have need to be baptized of 
thee, and comest thou to me? 


And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Suffer it to be so now: for 
thus it becometh us to fulfill all 
righteousness. Then he suffered 
him. 


And Jesus, when he_ was 
baptized, went up straightway 
out of the water: and, lo, the 
heavens were opened unto him, 
and he saw the Spirit of God 
descending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him: 


And lo a voice from heaven, 
saying, This is my beloved Son, 


in whom I am well pleased.” 


These verses prove that Jesus 


approves of water baptism by 
immersion, for Jesus was 
baptized by John the Baptist. 


He approves of receiving the 
Holy Ghost, for the Spirit of 
God abode upon Him in the 
bodily shape of a dove; and God 
himself settled the question once 
and for all that JESUS IS THE 
SON OF GOD, for He said, 
“THIS IS MY BELOVED SON, 
IN WHOM I AM WELL 
PLEASED”. ACTS 10:38 says, 


“How God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost 
and with power: who went 
about doing good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the 
devil; for God was with him.” 


Jesus taught His disciples how to 
receive it. ST. LUKE 11:9-13: 


‘And I say unto you, Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. 


For every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him _ that 
knocketh it shall be opened. 


If a son shall ask bread of any of 
you that is a father, will he give 
him a stone? or if he ask a fish, 


will he for a fish give him a 
serpent? 


Or if he shall ask an egg, will he 
offer him a scorpion? 


If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him?” 


Jesus was anointed with the 
Holy Ghost and he taught His 
disciples about the Holy Ghost. 
In ST. JOHN 15:26-27 Jesus 
said: 


“But when the Comforter is 
come, whom I will send unto 
you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me: 


And ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me 
from the beginning.” 


When Jesus spake these words to 
His disciples he wanted His 
disciples to know that God never 
forgets His promise; for God isa 
promise-keeping God. 


And, just before going to the 
cross, Jesus said, in ST. JOHN 
7:37-39: 


“In the last day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and 
drink. 


He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living 
water. 


(But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
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that Jesus 
glorified.)”

ARE WE RESPONSIBLE 


‘“‘we did it like the Bible said, 
but they just strayed.” The Bible 
says if the training is done as it 
SHOULD be the child WILL not 
depart from it. The Bible is 
right. I would suggest that you 
reappraise your teaching. 


Our over permissiveness have 
caused a grave error in the 
training of our children, both in 
the Home and the Church. Our 
children are becoming victims of 
circumstance. 


Many pastors and laymen today 
are of the opinion, “If we can 
just get them (the children) in 
the church, we can get them 
saved later.”’ But, if we face 
reality we will realize that they 
aren’t in the church until they 
get saved. We like to believe that 
when we put our name on the 
roll, in our different 
denominations, that places us in 
the visible church. That is not 
true. When we become saved, 
sanctified and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost the invisible church 
is within us. By us being visible 
creatures, and is a part of the 
called out body of Christ, it 
makes US the visible Church. 
Praise the Lord. The visible 
church and the invisible church 
are one and the same. Christ 
only died for ONE church. And 


He said in the scriptures that He 
built it upon a ROCK. (Matt. 
16:18.) 


When a person’s name is placed 
on the membership roll of a 
church, whether that person is 
young or old, if they are not 
saved, that person is caused to 
believe something that is not 
true. They feel that they are a 
member of the church when in 
reality they are just a member of 
that denomination. 


If what that person is made to 
believe is not true, that means it 
is not right, which makes it 
unrighteousness. The Bible calls 
that a sin. (I John 5:17.) 


When I was first saved (1940) 
you weren’t allowed to 
participate in the functions of 
the church, such as teaching and 
reviewing Sunday _ school, 
ushering, or singing in the choir, 
until we were complete. That 
meant Saved, Sanctified, and 
Filled with the Holy Ghost. If 
that was right then, what makes 
it wrong now? Could it be that 
we are in to big a hurry to wait 
until God do his work? 


Yesterday’s saints used to study 
their Bibles in order to find out 
what was required of them in 
order to be saved. Today’s 
Christians read their Bible (if 
they read it at all) trying to find 
out what all they can do, like 
the world, and yet be considered 
saved. We are fixed pretty good 
where quanity is concerned, but 
we are way off in quality. We 
need to check ourselves and 
make the necessary adjustments. 


In many churches, the young 
people are taught that they are 
saved because their parents are 
saved. That pastor may make 
them an automatic member of 
that local group, but God 
doesn’t make them a member of 
His church just because Mom 
and Dad are members. That 
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would constitute being saved by 
inheritance. There is no such 
thing. There is only one way to 
be saved, and that is the way 
Jesus told Nicodemus in St. 
John 3:7. “Ye must be born 
again.”” You have to be born for 
yourself. Nobody can do that 


for you. The Apostle Paul 
rephrased St. John 3:7, in 
Romans 10:9. He said to 


“confess and Believe’’. 


If we would train our children, 
in the church and in the home, 
most, if not all, of our children 
problems could be eliminated. 
Mama and Pappa’s salvation 
aren’t enough to save the sons 
and daughters. It will take the 
blood of Jesus and nothing less. 
Many people have lived for years 
believing that a child is not 
responsible for their sins until 
they become twelve (12) years 
of age. The Apostle James says 
differently. James 4:17 says, 
“He that knoweth to do good, . 
and doeth it not, to him it is a 
sin.”’ It is knowledge, not age, 
that determines a _ person’s 
responsibility where sin is 
concerned. 


Proverbs says, “TRAIN up a 
child”--. TRAIN has a much 
deeper meaning than BRING or 
RAISE. Providing a child with 
the basic necessities of life, such 
as; food, clothing and shelter 
CAN constitute RAISING a 
child. That is not enough. To 
TRAIN is much deeper and to 
the point. You can even go in 
depth and yet not train a child 
in the way he SHOULD go it 
must be done according to the 
Bible. 


A child should have the 
attention, love and 
companionship of his parents, 
but he also should be monitored 
as to his actions. The Bible says, 
“a child LEFT TO HIMSELF 
brings his mother to shame”. 
(Prov. 29:15) The things that we 
so often call “cute” in our 
children we call “bad” in other 
people’s children. 


When we do what we call 
‘RAISING’ our children and 
they turn out bad, we never like 
to take the responsibility. We 
will say, “I did it like the Bible 
said to do it, but it just didn’t 
work.”’ Did you REALLY do it 
like the Bible said? If you did 
and it didn’t work, that would 
make the Bible wrong wouldn’t 
it? ROMANS 3:4 says, ‘‘Let God 
be true, but every man a liar-.” 
So, the Bible is right. 


There are people that don’t 
know God, yet they also say 
that they are training their 
children in the way they should 
go. How can that be? 


How can you show someone else 
the way if you don’t know the 
way yourself? A wrong person 
cannot teach righteousness. And 
RIGHTEOUSNESS is a part of 
the WAY the child should go. 
The Bible says; ‘‘The 
husbandman that laboureth 
MUST be first partaker of the 
fruits’. (II Timothy 2:6) 


Av jotasof.. our 
pertaining to Proverbs 22:6 
would probably hold some 
credibility IF the scripture had 
said; ““when he (the child) is old 
IT (his training) will not depart 
from him (the child.) But the

Bible said; “‘when he (the child) 
is old HE will not depart from 
IT (his training.) When we forget 
something, that thing have 
departed from us. But when 
there is a principle in our heart 
and we do otherwise, WE have 
departed from the principle. 
Who are we to believe God or 
man?”’ 


Excessive permissiveness is our 
problem, both in the home and 
in the church. To please God we 
will have to get back to doing it 
the Bible way. 


When we train our children 
today smiwel are 1° Cehild 
psychologist” orientated. The 
child psychologist says you 
shouldn’t whip your children, 
because it could cause a degree 
of paranoia. The Bible says; 
“withhold not correction from 
the child; for if thou beatest him 
with the rod, he shall not die.” 
(Prov. 23:13) There are those 
that say they WOULD whip 
their children, but they just 
can’t stand to hear them cry. 
The Bible says; “chasten thy son 
(that also applies to the daughter 
too) while there is hope, and let 
not thy soul spare (hurt) for his 
crying.” (Prov. 19:18) 


The excessive permissiveness 
allowed in the church today is 
causing two great evils. (1) 
Preventing a lot of children from 
becoming saved, because the 
children that are professing 
salvation are doing the same 
things that the unsaved ones are 
doing. (2) Making hypocrites out 
of the ones that are professing to 
be saved. The leaders that are 
responsible for these type of 
conditions are going to pay for 
this in the end. It just may cost 
them their souls. 


A child is foolish by nature. If 
that foolishness is left in him he 
will become a foolish adult. The 
Bible have a remedy to get that 
foolishness out of him. (Prov. 
22:15) 


We should be firm with our 
children. There is a difference in 
being firm and being mean. We 
shouldn’t enact punishment on 
our children just because we can. 
The Apostle Paul tells us not to 
provoke our children to wrath. 
(Eph. 6:4) Out of all of our 
training we cannot make our 
children be saved. We _ are 
responsible for preparing the soil 
and planting the right seeds, 
only God can give the increase. 


A preacher that doesn’t have 
rule over his house and cannot 
control his children, have missed 
one of the important 
qualifications for his profession. 
(I Tim. 3:4) Check yourself 
preachers. 


The mothers in the home, and 
the aged women in the church 
are charged by the scriptures to 
teach the young women to be 
sober and to love their husbands 
and children. (Tit. 2:4) The 
apostle Paul left instruction for 
the young men in I Tim. 4:12 
and other passages. 


Isaiah left it on record, the 
condition that was sure to 


follow when we fail to follow 
the instructions that the Biblé 
left us pertaining to the training 
of our children. (Isaiah 3:12) 


The Question: Are we 
responsible for our childrens’ 
salvation? 


The Answer: We are responsible 
to prepare the soil and plant the 
right seed.

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Our Long-Range Goal 


Simply stated, the answer to the above question is an emphatic “NO”! This 
article is designed to explain why there is no conflict/difference between the two: 


First of all, Saints Center and (our) COGIC Headquarters are different terms for 
the same project. In the words of our Presiding Bishop: “Saints Center . . . (will 
be) ... the Church of God in Christ ... .!” With that concept in mind, the com- 
pleted Saints Center will be our World Headquarters. The EMERGENCY RALLY 
to renovate and expand our downtown headquarters is a part of the initial phase 
among several phases that will help ultimately to make Saints Center a Reality. 


As has been detailed thru a previous special edition of the “Whole Truth” Saints 
Center will consist of facilities for business, education, evangelism, fine arts and 
fellowship. Thus, our renovated and expanded Downtown Headquarters facilities 
will be only a part of the total Saints Center Complex. 


Secondly, your support of Saints Center means You support our Headquarters. 
During our April Call Meeting, the General Assembly approved a plan by the 
General Board to execute an Hight (8) Million Dollar Loan in order to upgrade our 
Downtown facilities. With this in mind, our Presiding Bishop has launched a cam- 
paign to avoid the burdensome interest rate that such a gigantic loan would incur. 
If 5,000 Pastors and supporters would contribute One Hundred (100) Dollars 
monthly over the next twelve (12) months, $6,000,000.00 (six million dollars) could 
be easily raised to undergird the expense of the Renovation Project. 


As implied above, your response to our Presiding Bishop’s Plan will help us to 
avoid the high interest rate that would be attached to the Eight Million Dollar 


loan. The money that is raised will be directed toward the Renovation Project that 
our General Board presented during our last Assembly. Thus, if you are one of the 


Five thousand (5,000) who contributes one hundred ($100) Dollars monthly over 
the next twelve (12) months, you shall be sharing in the Rally. 


Finally, it is important to note that the Emergency Rally is a short-ranged pro- 
ject; Saints Center is the long-range goalof the church. The “Emergency” Rally is 
just that—an emergency. The renovation of our present downtown facilities is an 
immediate pressing need. (An emergency is a combination of unforeseen circum- 
stances that call for immediate action.) The circumstances have been enumerat- 
ed in other articles: The need for renovation in light of the City of Memphis 
regulations; the necessity for expansion in light of emerging ministerial oppor- 
tunities; and, the urgency in light of God-given responsibilities. 


This short-ranged effort is targeted for our November National Convocation. This 
noble undertaking bolsters the effectiveness of the long ranged programs that are 
already in operation to help build Saints Center: the Shareholders’ Club, the Hea- 
vens Savings Bank Plan (as well as other Saints Center Board Projects). Through 
these vehicles of support, the Saints Center Board of Directors has the long-rang- 
ed task of acquiring the balance of the property upon which much of the Saints 
Center Complex will be built. 


Thus, the Emergency Rally’s Program projections are not being diverted by the 
continued projection of Saints Center. Conversely, the long-ranged program of 
Saints Center is not being de-emphasized by the promotion of the Headquarters 
Rally. In actuality, each effort complements the other as our church moves 


progressively toward the divinely-inspired goal of broadening our base of COGIC 
Outreach.
